I  desire 
to  send  my  Compliments  to  your  Mother,  Brother  and  yourself, 
Sincerely  Wishing  you  Health,  and  Prosperity  in  all  your  Undertakings. 
By  the  Blessing  of  God,  I  have  enjoyed  good  state  of  Health  many 
years,  and  am  now  happy  in  that  respect.  I  am  very  glad  to  hear  your 
Brother  and  yourself  and  family  are  well  settled  in  Life.  I  know  your 
late  father,  my  Cousin  Alexander  M :  was  possessed  of  a  Considerable 
temporal  Estate.

The  pedigree  of  Thomas  Joscelin  of  the  "Libertie  of  S'  Bartholomew  the  Create,"  recorded 
at  the  College  of  Arms  as  before  mentioned,  commences  with  John  "son  and  heire  of 
Ceoffry,"  which  John  is  followed  by  his  3rd  son  GeofTry,  who  is  followed  by  his  son  Thomas, 
who  died  6  July  1552,  and  was  followed  by  his  son  Thomas,  who  died  in  161 1  and  was 
father  of  Thomas,  the  subject  of  the  pedigree. 

In  1900  pedigrees  of  descents  traced  down  from  the  Thomas  last  above  mentioned  were

also  to  secure  and  take  care  of  all  Bills  of  Lading  Invoyces  &  cocquets 
charter-parties  &  all  other  Papers  &  writings  of  what  kind  soever  which 
shall  be  found  on  board  such  Ships  &  vessels.  And  We  do  hereby  strictly 
charge  &  command  you  (as  you  will  answer  the  same  at  your  utmost 
Peril)  that  you  do  not  in  any  manner  offend  or  molest  any  of  Our 
Subjects  or  the  Subjects  of  our  Friends  and  Allies  their  Ships  or  goods 
by  Colour  or  pretence  of  these  presents  or  the  Authority  hereby  granted. 
In  Witness  whereof  We  have  Caused  Our  Great  Seal  of  Great  Britain 
to  be  affixed  to  these  presents.  Given  at  Our  Court  at  St.  James's  the 
Third  Day  of  May  1762  in  the  Second  year  of  Our  Reign.
